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When my customers want anything, I strive to get it for them, buf. I've re- 
jected bids for "mixed" community pots because I was sure that neither the 
customer nor the seedlings would be happy with them, I still feel the same 
about an indiscriminately "integrated" community, but I've devised a plan for 
dividing a 3-inch pot into three sections, like segments of a pie, The three 
hybrids listed below seem to be happy neighbors in this community. 


Past the vulnerable just-out-of-flask state, they are vigorous, 
well established community pot seedlings that should all be 
ready for ls-inch pots in another three or four months, 


Even the YELLOW hybrid, strangely enough, is not a bit back- 
ward, and seems perfectly compatible with her White neighbors 
and her pink-yellow bi-foliate neighbors. 


Seven seedlings fit neatly into each section, four near the pot 
rim, two in the narrower row and the last one near the apex of the 
triangle - with plenty of room for each to grow and develop until ready for his
